Roses will grow in many different soils but they respond greatly 
to care and attention. Keep them healthy. If available, there 
is nothing better than cow manure. You can work it into the 
soil any month that the ground is not frozen. Otherwise you 
can use any commercial fertilizer following carefully the instruc- 
tions on the package.
